Fine for man who 
attacked partner 


A CHEMICAL techni¬ 
cian who twice 
attacked his partner, 
has been ordered to 
pay her £2,000 com¬ 
pensation at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Mark Gould (46) of 
Barry, was told by Judge 
William Gaskell “These 
were not trivial incidents 
and your victim twice had 
to receive medical treat¬ 
ment.” 

He was jailed for six 
months, suspended for 
two years, made subject to 
a supervision order for a 
year and must carry out 
150 hours unpaid work. 

Gould was banned 
from having any contact 
with her. 

He pleaded guilty to 
two charges of assault. 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said Patricia 


Lewis had been in a rela¬ 
tionship with Gould for 
two years. 

On March 25 last year, 
they were at a farm at 
Peterston-super-Ely 
where they had horses. 

There was an argument 
and he grabbed her by the 
throat and dragged her out 
of the car. 

When she went to the 
ground, he kicked her to 
the chest and back. She 
began to panic and could 
not breathe properly. 

Mr Thomas said that on 
March 6 this year, when 
she was sitting in her car, 
there was an argument 
and Gould dragged her 
out of the vehicle, causing 
her to suffer bruising to 
her hips and shoulders. 

Mr Thomas said she 
later reported the matter to 
the police and said: “It 


was the hardest decision 
she had taken.” 

Mr Thomas said the 
attacks had caused her to 
revert to smoking 40-50 
cigarettes a day and her 
confidence had been 
greatly affected. 

“The relationship is 
now over.” said Mr 
Thomas. 

The court heard Gould 
had a conviction for dam¬ 
aging a police cell.

‘Put your dog 
on a lead’ 


‘Show buses were 
hampered by lack of 
a one-way system’ 


E ST was contracted 
by the Vale Council 
to operate four bus 
services to the Vale Show. 

The one-way system agreed in 
advance for all traffic was not 
implemented on the day. 

On attempting to use the sys¬ 
tem agreed, the buses became 
bogged down in the temporary 
road inside the show ground, 
which resulted in the first servic¬ 
es running late. 

All subsequent buses were 
forced, therefore, to come in and 
out of the same entrance as the 
queuing public traffic, which fur¬ 
ther increased the late running of 
the services. 


In an attempt to reduce the 
delays, additional vehicles were 
brought in to use which were not 
funded by the council or show 
organisers. 

The operation of these extra 
services resulted in a loss for 
EST, as EST absorbed all the 
extra cost for the provision of the 
extra vehicles. 

The timetable was set and 
designed by the council and not 
EST, and stated that long delays 
may occur. 

It is EST’s intention to recom¬ 
mend that next year a dedicated 
entrance in and out of the Vale 
Show for the buses (bus lane), or 
a temporary bus stop be placed 


on the main road outside the 
show ground. We will also rec¬ 
ommend that two vehicles be 
used on the Cl service due to 
passenger volume. 

If all these recommendations 
are fulfilled for next year, we 
anticipate that all services will 
run as scheduled. 

EST would like to apologise 
to all passengers who had diffi¬ 
culties using the services to the 
show ground. 

EST made every effort both 
before and on the day to organise 
and run the service as scheduled.

Mr Thomas said that 
among his convictions 
were 35 concerning 
drugs. Peter Harding- 
Roberts, his counsel, said 
that something had 
occurred to Webley when 
he was young which had 
caused him trauma and to 
abuse drugs. 

Most of the drugs 
found would have been 
for personal use. 

“I am afraid he has had 
a fearsome habit.” he 
added.

He added: “At the 
time, I mentioned the 
cemetery records and 
people thought it was a 
good idea for them to 
be made available, so 
we decided to have a 
day at Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery Chapel. 

“Visitors will be able 
get information on peo¬ 
ple buried at the ceme¬ 
tery and track down 
grave plots - there’s an 
alphabetical list which 
is helpful.” 

A total of seven staff 
work at the cemetery 
which covers almost 53 
acres. The first burial on 
the site was in 1889, but 
the identity of the per¬ 
son was unknown. 

Coun Kuhnell 
explained that the offi¬ 
cial name of Barry 
Cemetery is Merthyr 
Dyfan Cemetery, and 
the church that stands in 
the grounds is Merthyr 
Dyfan Chapel, but that 
neither should be con¬ 
fused with the nearby 
Merthyr Dyfan Church 
and cemetery which is 
not far away. 

It will also be an 
opportunity for local 
people to browse round 
the chapel, which was 


opened in November 
2005 following a 
£125,000 renovation. 

Coun Kuhnell said: 
“People should be 
aware that they can hold 
funerals in Merthyr 
Dyfan Chapel. 

“There is a book of 
remembrance in the 
chapel and people can 
have the name of a 
loved one put in it, and 
it will be displayed on 
the date in the year rele¬ 
vant to them.” 

Coun Kuhnell’s 
mother Meryl, who is 
mayoress for the year, 
said: “The chapel is 
used for a candlelit 
carol service, Easter, 
Mother’s Day and 
Lather’s Day. 

“The church is in a 
lovely location and we 
hope local organisations 
will use it more in the 
future. Before the reno¬ 
vation, it was in a poor 
state, but now it is won¬ 
derful.” 

The open day on 
Saturday, September 11 
starts at 10am.

Leading training and 
recruitment provider, 
A4e Wales, is helping 
unemployed people 
from Barry to gain 
work experience, 
while improving the 
local community by 
clearing and revamp¬ 
ing Porthkerry Park. 

The clean-up project, 
which aims to give the 
park and the old 18th 
century mill a new lease 
of life, provides a group 
of young people with the 
chance to gain much- 
needed skills to enhance 
their employability. 

Working closely with 
people aged from 18 to 
24 who have been unem¬ 
ployed for over six 
months, A4e Barry sup¬ 
ports the young job 
seekers to source and 
complete 13 week work 
placements that benefit 
the community. 

Spending 25 hours a 
week at Porthkerry Park, 
each of the eight 18-21- 
year-olds working on the 
assignment are from the 
local area. The project 
includes repainting 
benches, bridges, clear¬ 
ing the park from over¬ 
grown grass and trees 
that block pathways, as 
well as helping to restore 
an old 18th century mill, 
the focal point of the 
park. 


During the week, the 
workers also spend a day 
at the A4e office where 
they receive support to 
find permanent employ¬ 
ment by receiving 
advice on CV writing, 
interview techniques and 
job searching. 

Scott, aged 20, who is 
part of the placement 
commented: “At the 
clearing project, we 
work five days a week 
from 9am-2pm. I really 
enjoy working in a team 
and find the kind of 
things we do every day 
very interesting. 

“It has really helped 
with my timekeeping by 
getting me in the routine 
of waking up early every 
morning and has helped 
me get used to a working 
environment. 

“At the A4E office we 
get a lot of support to 
help us to find a perma¬ 
nent job. With this place¬ 
ment experience and the 
skills training we get at 
A4e, my confidence is 
growing every day and I 
am already feeling better 
prepared to find work 
after the project finishes 
in October.” 

Dave Purnell, the 
placement mentor at the 
project said: “Before the 
clearing project, a lot of 
the guys were working 
in construction as 
labourers and, as a result 


of the cuts, lost their 
jobs. 

“The project keeps 
them in tune with the 
working world and sup¬ 
ports their job search. By 
working in a team, they 
learn a lot from each 
other and get an oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss their 
different experiences. 

“They are also gain¬ 
ing a new outlook on 
finding a job, for exam¬ 
ple accepting the fact 
that in order to find work 
they may have to open 
their minds and consider 
different industries and 
opportunities.” 

The project will run 
until October, after 
which it is hoped the 
young workers will be 
better equipped through 
the skills learnt and 
improved CVs to find 
sustainable employment.

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Turning better 
broadband from 


dream to reality 


S INCE I 

launched the 
‘better broad¬ 
band in the Vale’ 
campaign in The 
GEM last month, 
I’ve been inundat¬ 
ed with responses 
from residents 
across the Vale. 

Broadband access 
and delivery is clearly 
a huge problem for a 
great many of us living 
and working here. 

Though Barry has 
the good fortune of 
being one of the early 
‘Super Fast 
Broadband’ towns tar¬ 
geted by BT 
Openreach, I know of 
examples where some 
properties in a street 
have access, while oth¬ 
ers haven’t. 

Education usage of 
the internet is prob¬ 
lematic too, not only 
for students in Barry - 
but in households 
from Dyffryn to 
Southerndown. 

Using broadband 
for social activities 
also hits a wall, 
whether it’s being 
unable to get Sky TV 
in parts of Ystradowen 
due to poor broad¬ 
band capacity, or sim¬ 
ply viewing videos via 
BBC iPlayer or 
YouTube. 

It is, of course, a 
significant problem in 
tthe rural villages, and

good broadband links 
are essential to sup¬ 
port business and 
communities. 

Business people 
working from home in 
villages such as 
Colwinston or 
Flemingston, have 
made strong presenta¬ 
tions on how low 
speeds are affecting 
their business nega¬ 
tively. 

One case highlights 
the fact that they are 
unable to complete 
essential business 
processes online with 
Companies House - 
who now favour all 
processes being com¬ 
pleted online! 

The next stage of 
the campaign is to 
meet with a senior 
representative of BT 


Openreach. A date is 
already scheduled and 
I will present each 
case, asking what 
needs to happen to 
increase broadband 
speeds. 

BT Openreach, the 
part of the BT group 
responsible for the 
broadband network, is 
focused on meeting the 
larger demands of 
towns and cities with a 
high speed broadband 
infrastructure. Barry 
is one of those towns 
but the rural Vale is 
not as fortunate. 

There is a need for 
government support 
and cash previously 
allocated for digital 
television switchover 
to be used to improve 
broadband. 

How and where that 
money will be spent is 
yet to be decided. 

That’s where my 
report and discussions 
with BT Openreach 
are vital in trying to 
make the dream of 
better broadband in 
the Vale a reality.

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Plaid claim 
Vale court

PLAID CYMRU’S 
Dr Ian Johnson has 
claimed that a con¬ 
sultation into 

whether the Vale of 
Glamorgan 
Magistrates’ Court 
should stay open 
appears to be “a 
sham”. 

Dr Johnson, who is the 
Plaid candidate for next 
year’s Assembly elec¬ 
tions, pointed out that the 
administration changes, 
which will see Barry - 
based staff moved to 
other courts in south 
Wales, will come into 
effect in the same week 
as the consultation on 
keeping the court open 
comes to an end. 

Dr Johnson said: “This 
is a consultation which 
many people believe is a 
sham and is purely aimed 
at closing the Vale 
Magistrates’ Court in 
Barry. 

“The Conservative 
government’s timing of 
the consultation is 
appalling. We are several 
weeks away from the end 
of the consultation but 
getting information is 
very difficult due to the 
holiday season.” 

Dr Johnson said he 
was shocked to hear that 
administrative changes 
were continuing to be 
pushed through which 
would see staff moved 
out of Barry to other 
courts in south Wales. 

“This makes no sense 
as the consultation is ask¬ 
ing for opinions on the 
operation of a court 
which will be working 
very differently by the 
time that decisions are 
made on its future.” 

Dr Johnson demanded 
the coalition government 
re-think its plans. 

“These administration 
changes should be 


stopped now until a deci¬ 
sion has been made on 
the court’s future. 

“Justice should be 
served locally and the 
Vale should keep a fully 
operating magistrates’ 
court. 

“In the last three years, 
more than 20,000 cases 
have been heard there, 
and millions of pounds 
have been spent recently 
on upgrading the cells 
and the building, money 
that will be wasted if the 
court is closed.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said that rather than mak¬ 
ing political capital, Dr 
Johnson should reflect 
the fact that there was 
cross-party support in 
favour of keeping the 
court open. 

He said: “Local mag¬ 
istrates, charitable groups 
and I are doing all we can 
to respond to the consul¬ 
tation to show that there 
is a strong case for the 
Vale Magistrates’ Court 
to stay open. 

“It would be more 
helpful if Dr Johnson 
also responded to show 
that there is a cross-party 
approach on this issue. 

“Simply seeking to 
make party political 
points won’t save the 
court. Showing that 
costs will increase for the 
police if the court closes 
will have a much better 
impact. Shouting from 
the sidelines won’t get us 
anywhere.” 

Mr Cairns added: “I 
have another meeting 
with the magistrates 
scheduled for today 
(September 2) to ensure 
that we are co-ordinating 
our actions in the best 
way. 

“Responses need to be 
submitted to the Ministry 
of Justice by September 
15.”

Scott Pilgrim takes 
on this film critic - and slays him! 


B ritish 

director 
Edgar Wright 
has enjoyed a 
steady climb up the 
ladder from televi¬ 
sion to Hollywood. 

Having cut his teeth 
helming both series of 
cult (and well worth 
checking out) sitcom 


Spaced, Wright moved 
onto the big screen with 
Spaced star Simon Pegg 
for 2004's Shaun of the 
Dead and then with 
2007's Hot Fuzz. 

With a directing style 
that is resolutely his 
own, Wright has won 
many admirers in 
Tinseltown, and makes 
his American film bow 
with this graphic novel 


adaption, Scott Pilgrim 
vs The World. 

Scott (played by 
Michael Cera) is the 
bassist in Toronto band 
Sex Bob-omb, and his 
world is turned upside 
down when he meets 
Ramona Flowers (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead). 

Not only does he fall 
for her, he also discovers 
that if he wants to win 


her heart he’ll need to 
defeat her seven evil 
exes, a group who are 
intent on stopping Scott 
before he’s even start¬ 
ed... 

Scott Pilgrim... is not 
your usual boy-meets- 
girl romantic film; in 
fact, it’s not like your 
usual film full stop.

style and genres to 
dizzying effect, creating 
a film that is something 
wonderful to behold - 
and something that, 
while not to everyone’s 
tastes, is a jaw-dropping 
effort. 

Those unfamiliar with 
the source material (such 
as myself) need not 
worry, as there is little in 
the way of keeping the 
story strictly for the 
hardcore fanbase; 
instead, it whirrs by on 
the universal nature of 
the story, yet presents 
itself so uniquely that it 
burns into your brain, 
and much of this is 
down to Edgar Wright’s 
direction. 

Those versed in his 
work on Spaced will 
hardly be shocked by the 
genre hopping and abili¬ 
ty to cram so many ele¬ 
ments together, but Scott 
Pilgrim... is Wright, to 
steal a Spinal Tap parl¬ 
ance, turned up to 11. 

The danger, of course, 
if left untempered is that 
it would be easy for 
Wright to fall into the 
trap of being too self- 
indulgent, yet he shows 
both considerable cre¬ 
ativity and a pleasing 
level of restraint. 

Consider the action 
sequences (superbly han¬ 
dled by Wright, a rela¬ 
tive novice to the genre), 
with their zooms, fast 
cuts and special effects, 
and compare them to the 
quieter moments, such 


as Scott and Ramona's 
first ‘date’, and you can 
see that there is more to 
Wrights direction that 
just ‘wham-bam’. 
Instead, he shows he is 
just as capable of being 
loud and bombastic as is 
of being quiet and 
poised. 

He also makes a 
clever allusion to video 
games, specifically those 
of the 1990s. 

Treating the film as one 
long game, complete 
with extra lives and 
weapons, there is wit 
and tender homage in 
these moments that are 
wonderfully done, while 
the Batman-esque 
‘thwacks’ and ‘pows’ are 
similar humorous yet 
completely fitting. 

Wright’s direction is 
the tool that propels the 
film, its kinetic energy 
lending itself perfectly to 
the pacing of the film, 
and the screenplay, 
adapted by Wright and 
Michael Bacall, comple¬ 
ments the direction won¬ 
derfully well. 

Given the episodic 
nature of the story, the 
film could have been 
stop-start, yet there is 
enough going on, with 
several supporting char¬ 
acters given a pleasing 
level of importance, that 
it flows with ease. 

The cast are all very 
much up to the job in 
hand across the board, 
the performances hitting 
the spot and offering 


something memorable. 

With the majority of 
screentime, and numer¬ 
ous stunts and fights to 
pull off, Scott Pilgrim 
may be the most round¬ 
ed performance of 
Michael Cera’s career 
thus far. 

The character and per¬ 
formance engages 
throughout, and you are 
perpetually rooting for 
Pilgrim in his battle 
against the evil exes. 

As the object of his 
affection, Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead 
offers a winning turn as 
the mysterious newcom¬ 
er who becomes the cen¬ 
tre of Scott’s world. 

The actress’ turn is 
cool but with a huge 
degree of likeability, and 
hopefully, this film will 
show how skilled an 
actress Winstead is. 

The supporting play¬ 
ers all have their chances 
to shine in developed 
characters, from Kieran 
Culkin as Scott’s room¬ 
mate, Anna Kendrick as 
his sister, Ellen Wong as 
Knives Chau, and Mark 
Webber and Alison Pill 
as Scott’s bandmates. 

Meanwhile, the evil 
exes are played with glo¬ 
rious aplomb by the 
likes of Chris Evans, 
Brandon Routh and 
Jason Schwartzman 
1 lie re is nary a lacking 
performance in the film.

unabashedly its own 
beast and plays by its 
own rules that it will 
cause those not sold on 
it to deem it a piece of 
work that is far too self 
indulgent and off-centre 
to work.

Smugglers, and 
a Highwayman 
on trail of Vale’s 
medieval pubs 


ON an overcast 
Sunday morning, 
with dark clouds 
looming overhead, 
four walkers and 
Jodie the dog joined 
guest leaders Diane 
and Linda in East 
Aberthaw at the 
start of their pubs of 
the Vale walk. 

The start was from the 
lovely old thatched pub 
the Blue Anchor, which 
took its name from the 
blue marl or mud that 
coated the anchors of the 
vessels that anchored in 
the nearby Aberthaw 
bay. 

It is not hard to 
believe that this 
medieval pub, which 
first opened in 1380, 
with its tiny windows, 
low ceilings, narrow 
staircases and open fires, 
didn’t have its fair share 
of smugglers and 
naughty goings on! 

The group walked up 
Port Road past the mas¬ 
sive Aberthaw quarry 
towards Nurston, turning 
off just before they 
reached the 
Highwayman and fol¬ 
lowing the lane to a stile 
where they picked up the 
Valeways Millennium 
Heritage Trail. 

By now, the sun had 
put in an appearance but 
there was a rather hefty 
wind blowing, but still 
topcoats were hastily 
discarded as they 
crossed harvested fields 
behind Cardiff 
International Airport to 
reach the quiet lane just 
south of Penmark. 

A few sleepy cows 
who were more interest¬ 
ed in lying down to keep 
their patch dry as the 
skies turned grey once 
again, ignored the small 
group as they passed 
through their field and 
by a narrow track 
between houses made 
their way to the Six 
Bells Inn at Penmark, 
where they received a 
warm welcome and 
stopped for morning tea, 
coffee and a few glasses 
of the hard stuff! 

Refreshed, it was time 
to move on by field then 
downhill on a slippery 
path through the small 
wood to negotiate a bro¬ 
ken stile and chat to a 
young family whom, it 
would seem had trouble 
in finding their way to 
get to this location 
Crossing the River 
Waycock by bridge, the 
group gradually climbed 


out of the valley and via 
a gate reached Penn-onn. 

Remaining on the 
Heritage Trail, they 
road-walked down to 
Llancarfan where the 
lovely old church is the 
central point of the vil¬ 
lage. 

Dedicated to St 
Cadog, the original reli¬ 
gious site was estab¬ 
lished around AD515, 
but the present building 
dates back to the 12th 
and 13th centuries and 
up on top of the tower, 
the weather vane repre¬ 
sents a golden hind that 
legend says St Cadog 
sheltered in his cell. 

Lunch was taken on 
the river bank beside the 
ford on the Nant 
Llancarfan in pleasant 
sunshine until interrupt¬ 
ed by a short sharp 
shower and into topcoats 
once again. 

Climbing gently out 
of the village the group 
entered sheep-filled 
meadows below 
Pancross and walked 
through the steep-sided 
valley to emerge at 
Penmark. 

Here they walked 
down beside the Kenson 
River through the valley 
until they turned off to 
make their way to 
Llancadle and a warm 
welcome at the Green 
Dragon, where cold 
drinks were sipped out¬ 
side in warm sunshine. 

Resisting the urge to 
put their feet up and 
linger a while in this pub 
that was rebuilt in 1990 
following a fire. 

The group retraced 
their steps as another 
shower fell, passing 
through the valley and 
over the River Kenson 
footbridge, to climb up 
through Castle Wood to 
Fonmon Estate land. 

Reaching Fonmon vil¬ 
lage, they passed the 
pond where ducks were 
attempting to swim in 
not much water and 
made their way through 
the wood and across sev¬ 
eral broken stiles to once 
again reach Port Road, 
which they followed 
back to the Blue Anchor 
and a last cooling drink 
in brilliant sunshine 
before the journey home.
